Unlicensed Radio 
Operators Fined 

JACKSONVILLE (AP)— 
About 40 citizens band radio 
operators in the Jacksonville 
area are being notified of fines 
ranging from $250 to $500 for 
violating Federal Com- 
munications Commission 
regulations, the Florida Times- 
Union reported today. 

The newspaper said there 
may be crackdowns in other 
parts of Florida as well. 

Mr. A. G. Gilbert of Miami, 
top policeman for the FCC in 
Florida was quoted as saying 
fines are being assessed mostly 
against those operating without 
a CB license. 

Gilbert estimated there are 
25,000 CB radio operators in 
northeast Florida and only half 
are licensed. 

“We have’ innumerable 
complaints about profanity, and 


some about CBers insulting 
each other by radio and getting 
so mad they go to one another’s 
homes and have fist fights or 
even shoot at one another,’’ 
Gilbert said. 

He said if those notified of 
fines do not pay, they are 
subject to arrest and penalties 
up to one year in prison and 
$10,000 fine. 

‘I suppose not all CBers are 
bad,’’ Gilbert said, ‘‘but I’ve 
never met one that was good. 
I’m like the policeman on the 
beat who mostly runs up against 
crooks.”’ 

Gilbert said they are no worse 
in Jacksonville than in other 
parts of the state. 

‘‘About half of all complaints 
coming into the FCC involve CB 
operations,’’ he said. 

Gilbert is retiring after 32 
years with the FCC. He said he 
plans to move to Orlando. 

Gilbert said many of those 
using the citizens band are

THE METRIC SYSTEM — A SELLING JOB 


The metric system of measurement has been in use in electronics 
schematics for many years. Since the United States will soon be the 
only major country still using the inches-pounds-gallons measures, 
the industry faces the job of selling metrics to the public. Here’s a 
light-hearted version of our dilemma, reprinted courtesy of 


Chicago Today. 
By PETER REICH 

Most Americans wouldn’t touch the metric system of weights and 
measures with a 3.048 meter (that’s a 10-foot) pole, a survey shows. 

The survey, quoted by TRW Inc., a California aerospace firm, 
shows that “‘people not familiar with the metric system — and that 
means most people — don’t like it.’’ Indeed, a whopping 73 percent 
of Americans not familiar with the metric system are against it. 

On the other hand, ‘‘among people witha great deal of knowledge 
of the system, almost the exact reverse is true — 74 percent like it,”’ 
TRW says. There are a lot of good reasons for adopting the metric 
system. 

For one thing, it’s easier, since it uses the ‘10 times 10’ ap- 
proach. Ten millimeters make a centimeter. One hundred cen- 
timeters make a meter. One thousand meters make a kilometer. 
That’s simplier than adding 12 inches to get a foot; three feet to get 
a yard, and 5,280 feet to get a mile. 

On the other hand, changing to the metric system would involve a 
lot of trouble — and money. Think of all the scales that would have 
to be changed, and all the nuts and bolts, and all the rulers, and all 
the mileage signs. Even belt, collar and sleeve sizes are measured 
in inches. Our gasoline is dispensed in gallons. Our milk comes in 
quarts. Althogether, it has been estimated, changing to the metric 
system would cost a staggering $11 billion. On the other hand, 
proponents contend, that amount could be recouped in a mere 16 
years through savings in grade school education alone, where more 
than $700 million each year could be saved by simplifying arith- 
metic instructions. 

Undeniably, industry and commerce would benefit from the

change. Almost 90 percent of the world already uses the metric 
system. 

Britain (from whom we got the inches, pounds, and gallons 
system) and the United States are the two major countries still 
using the old English system — and Britain will finish converting to 
metrics by 1975. Thus, in 112 years, we will be the only major in- 
ches-pounds-gallons country left. 

The bills are still pending in the House, the Senate over- 
whelmingly approved last year a limited bill authorizing the 
government to switch to the system over the next 10 years, with 
conversion by industry to be on a voluntary basis.

What’s a OSCAR??? Oscar 
stands for Orbiting Satellite 
Carrying Amateur Radio. 
Amsat-Oscar 6 is the sixth in a 
series of satellites made by and 
for hams. It was launched in 
October 15, 1972 as a passenger- 
payload with NASA’s Tyros 
weather satellite. It is still 
flying after more than a year of 
operation. It has made more 
than 6,900 orbits of the earth and 
has been used by nearly 2,000 
stations worldwide. More and 
more users are appearing on 
Oscar every orbit. 


How to locate and use Amsat-Oscar 6??? 
The uplink to the satellite requires a 2 
meter SSB-CW signal between 145.90 and 
146.00 mhz. To receive signals from the 
satellite tune between 29.45 and 29.55 mhz. 
Yes, you will be able to hear your signal. 
Hearing your own signal tells you that you 
are getting out. The time to transmit and 
recieve signals from Oscar can be ob- 
tained from orbitial data listed in QST or 
CQ magazines. 

The data given is the initial orbit for the 
day in GMT. The satellite is turned on by 
ground control at 0000GMT on the ON days 
and shut off at 2400GMT same day. As of 
the present Oscar is ON (GMT) Thursday, 
Saturday, and Monday, the satellite 
coming from South heading North. The 
data given indicates the time Oscar will be 
crossing the Equator and Longitude 
degrees West. 

Most of the orbits are either East or 
West of us. Oscar is traveling 250 miles a 
minute and takes around 10 minutes to get 
opposite us here in Florida. To find the 
time for the next orbit add 1 hour and 55 
minutes to the initial orbit time. To find the 
location for the crossing of the Equator 
add 28.75 degrees to the West Longitude 
degrees of the initial orbit. You can do this

year or more with good accuracy. 

Oscar crosses the Equator at a angle of 
102 degrees and is 28.75 degrees further 
West on each pass. Communications thru 
Oscar can last as long as 25 minutes 
depending on distance of Oscar from you. 
Power transmitted must be limited to 100 
watts radiated power from the antenna to 
prevent overload to Oscar’s circuits. 
Oscar will shut off automatically, when 
overloaded, for 30 seconds. 

Amsat-Oscar 6 is proof that radio 
Amateurs are capable of designing, 
building, and operating long-life com- 
munication spacecraft that can serve a 
useful purpose. In addition to making 
space communications a reality for radio 
Amateurs on a regular basis throughout 
the world, data from the satellite has also 
contributed significantly to increasing 
scientific knowledge especially in the field 
of radio wave propogation. It has also 
served as a valuable educational tool for 
budding engineers and scientists in 
numerous primary and secondary schools, 
and in colleges and universities where the 
satellite has been used for first-hand ex- 
perience in space communications.

COMMUNICATIONS AND THE CALYPSO

The exploration exploits of 
Jacques Cousteau are legend. A 
recent article referring to the 
voyage of the Calypso, and their 
constant voice communi- 
cations, made me curious. Did 
they use HF? SSB? 

I penned a letter to the Ames 
Research Center of NASA, and 
learned that Calypso communi- 
cations are strictly modern. 
Both voice and data (facsimile) 
were relayed by ATS-3 satellite. 
An array of four CushCraft 
(A144-80QT) was used with 
modified GE Progress Line 
radios, equipped with Vanguard 
MOSFET preamps. Four 
duplex channels were utilized 
for the VHF link, with 149.220 


mhz (Transmit) and 135.600 
mhz (Receive) chosen for 
primary operation. Other 


duplex alternate channels are 
within thirty or forty kilohertz 
of the primary frequencies. 


shifting to VHF. by FCC dic- 
tum. By 1977, virtually all week- 
end mariners will be required to 
use VHF (158-161 mhz region) 
for routine traffic. 
Interestingly enough, the 
entire history of radio com- 
munications is reflected ina 
constant drift to higher and 
higher frequencies.
